Last week Mountain View 
Emergency Services 

(MVRES) and Sundre and 
District EMS Society an¬ 
nounced they have agreed 
to consolidate the ground 
ambulance services. 

This new agreement be¬ 
came effective April L, mak¬ 
ing all Mountain View 
County (MVC) area resi¬ 
dents, rural and urban, un¬ 
der MVRES. 

“We were running two 
parallel services with iden¬ 
tical operations,” said Nick 
Thain, Executive director, 
MVRES. “We are going to 
maintain the same staffing, 
there will be no effect within 
either service.” 

Sundre ElMS has been the 
provider of ambulance serv¬ 
ice to Sundre and area since 
1980. It became the goal of 
the commission in 2001 to 
try and ensure service for 
the County under one serv¬ 
ice provider. Logistical is¬ 
sues prolonged the process, 
which has finally been com¬ 
pleted. 

“In the past we had three 
ALS vehicles on duty 24 7, 
one for Didsbury, Olds and 
Sundre,” said Thain. “We 
also had a peak hour vehi¬ 
cle which would go out Mon¬ 
day to Friday for ten hours 
a day. Now we have changed 


that, and that vehicle runs 
four days on and off for 10 
hours a day. We now have a 
peak service vehicle every 
day.”

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Bell brother pleads 
guilty

A former Mountain View 
('ounty resident fares up to 
14 years in jail after admit¬ 
ting he attacked a 92-year- 
old retired school teacher in 
her C'arstairs home on 
March 3, 2004. 

Ken Ross Bell, 49, of Roll¬ 
ing Hills, Alberta, pleaded 
guilty before Judge Frank 
Maloney in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court on Monday to 
a charge of aggravated as¬ 
sault. 

In an agreed statement of 
facts filed with the court in 
November, Bell and his twin 
brother Stuart admitted 
they grabbed the victim 
Alyce Francis, carried her 
upside down a short dis¬ 
tance, and then dropped her 
on her head. 

She suffered neck and 
hack injuries in the incident. 
Both men fled the scene 
without assisting the 
women. 

After the guilty verdict 
was entered Monday, Judge 
Maloney lifted a publication 
ban on Ken Bell’s March 
2004 bail hearing. 

According to a transcript 
of that hearing entered as 
an exhibit in the case, psy¬ 
chologist Dr. J. Thomas 
Dalby said Bell told him in 
a March 13, 2004 interview 
he believed Francis' hus¬ 
band, Reg, was involved in

some sort of conspiracy 
against him (Bell). 

During the same inter¬ 
view, Bell said he did not 
believe the victim was part 
of the conspiracy. 

Bell will be sentenced on 
June 13. (T'own prosecutor 
George (T)mbe said he will 
he seeking a term of incar¬ 
ceration for Bell. 

“My position has been 
that 1 am seeking a period 
of custody,” said Combe, 
who declined to say how 
much time the Crown will be 
seeking. 

Stuart Bell was found not 
criminally responsible on 
account of mental disorder 
in January. He is currently 
a resident at an Alberta men¬ 
tal hospital, said prosecutor 
Combe. 

Francis taught both Bells 
Grade 12 classes when she 
was a school teacher in 
Carstairs in the 1970s.

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CKUA/AWNA COLUMN ‘A VIEW FROM THE LEGISLATURE’ 

“Securities Cemmission’s Reputation 
increasiugiy Insecure”

The allegations of impro¬ 
priety and misconduct lev¬ 
elled this week (March 23) 
against senior executives of 
the Alherta Securities Com¬ 
mission were a long time 
brewing. Whispers, rumours 
and reports of staff unhap¬ 
piness had been circulating 
on the street and among the 
business media for months. 
None the less, when they fi¬ 
nally came out in detail, via 
the pages of the National 
Post, many corporate citi¬ 
zens were shocked. 

What has been finally 
made it to the public, in 
newspaper reports and in 
the Legislature, are the al¬ 
legations that Commission’s 
most senior managers “ob¬ 
structed the work of en¬ 
forcement staff by directly 
influencing whether the 
regulators would pursue 
cases against certain compa¬ 
nies and individuals.” There 
was a further allegation that 
certain individuals and com¬ 
panies “were not to be trou¬ 
bled and were being pro¬ 
tected from regulatory activ¬ 
ity.” 

It’s hard to imagine more 
serious charges that these 
against executives of the or¬ 
ganization charged with en¬ 
suring a level and honest 
playing field for Alberta cor¬ 
porations, although there 
have been some amazing sto¬ 
ries circulating. 

Alberta Finance Minister 
Shirley McClellan did not 


attempt to deny knowledge 
of the charges; even before 
they were raised in the Leg¬ 
islature she had circulated 
to media a letter dated Janu¬ 
ary 12, 2005 , asking the 
Commission members to 
keep her informed of their 
investigation. The Commis¬ 
sioners hired Calgary Law¬ 
yer Perry Mack to look into 
the situation and since then. 
Mack has reportedly pre¬ 
pared and submitted two re¬ 
ports. 

McClellan says she has 
not seen any reports, with 
the strong implication that 
she didn’t want to. The Min¬ 
ister uses the familiar re¬ 
frain that the Commission is 
an ‘arms length’ and that 
she, by policy and on pur¬ 
pose, knows nothing of the 
day to day operation of the 
Commission. Which is as it 
should be, most if the time. 
This is not one of those 
times. 

Anyone who invests their 
hard earned money in any¬ 
thing: equity, mutual funds, 
RRSPs, RESPs, does so be¬ 
cause they believe that effec¬ 
tive and impartial watch¬ 
dogs. The assorted Securi¬ 
ties Commissions, are keep¬ 
ing an eye out for them. If 
they are not here’s what 
could happen: people could 
lose not only their money 
but their future. 

Investor confidence in Al¬ 
berta based exchanges and 
the companies that trade on 
them could collapse (can 
anyone say ‘Vancouver 


Stock Exchange’)? If negli¬ 
gence can be proven on the 
part of the Commission, tax¬ 
payers might be on the hook 
for compensation (can any¬ 
one say ‘Principal Group,’ 
or ‘Northwest Trust’)? 

The allegation also 
straightens Ottawa’s case 
for a single securities regu¬ 


lator across the country. 
Frankly, I don’t know if a 
single securities commis¬ 
sion, a la the US SEC, is 
good or bad. My ‘the best 
government is the least gov¬ 
ernment’ personality can’t 
help thinking- ‘bad’. 

'The managers involved in 
the allegations have com¬ 


pletely denied them, and 
threats of lawsuits are fly¬ 
ing fast and furious. That’s fine, 
but this is what Shirley 
McClellan should do, has to do. 
Release the details of Mack’s 
report immediately and take 
whatever steps may be required, 
almost immediately. Nothing 
else will serve.

coming to an end 


Francis says her 
life has been 
changed, forever

A court case which 
started over a year ago is 
finally coming to an end, 
and Alyce Francis is pleased 
it’s almost over. 

However, Francis says 
her life changed ever since 
the event and says she still 
lives in fear, some days. 

On March 3, 2004 twin 
brothers 49-year-old Ken 
and Stuart Bell admitted 
that they grabbed Francis, 
carried her upside down a 
short distance, and then 
dropped her on her head. 

Stuart Bell was found not 
criminally responsible in 
January because of a men¬ 
tal disorder. He is now a 
resident at an Alberta men¬ 
tal hospital, said Didsbury 
Crown Prosecutor George 
Combe. 

According to a transcript 
of an earlier hearing, en¬ 
tered as an exhibit in the 
case, psychologist Dr. J. 
Thomas Dalby said Bell told 
him in an interview on 
March 14, 2004, that he be¬ 
lieved Francis’ husband, 
Reg, was involved in some 
sort of conspiracy against 
him (Bell). 

During the same inter¬ 
view, Bell said he did not 
believe that Francis herself 
was part of the conspiracy. 

Earlier this month on 
April 4, Ken Bell of Rolling 
Hills could face up to 14 
years in jail, after admitting 
he attacked Francis in her 
Carstairs home. 

Bell pleaded guilty before 
Judge Frank Maloney in 
Didsbury provincial court, 
April 4, to a charge of ag¬ 
gravated assault. Bell will 
be sentenced on June 13. 

“My position has been

the time declined to say how 
much time the Crown will be 
seeking. 

As far as Francis is con¬ 
cerned, the Carstairs Citi¬ 
zen of the Century, she says 
she would just like to put it 
behind her. She hopes, how¬ 
ever, that the two Bell boys 
will always be under super¬ 
vision so that they can’t do 
this to another person in 
the future. 

Francis taught the two 
twin-brothers in grade 12 
when she was a school 
teacher, before retiring in 
1977. 

“I don’t want their lives 
ruined, but I don’t want eve¬ 
ryone else’s lives ruined ei¬ 
ther,” Francis said from her 
home, Friday. “1 don’t wish 
a blot on their lives, but 
they have to be contained 
for the rest of their lives (in 


some form).” 

Francis says that she has 
no clue what could have 
sparked this attack, which 
has left her injured, saying 
that she never had any prob¬ 
lems with either of the Bell 
boys when she taught them 
high school. 

“I didn’t have any trou¬ 
ble with them. They were 
just ordinary,” Francis said. 
“There is no reason that I 
can think of (why this hap¬ 
pened) not if my life de¬ 
pended on it, I couldn’t tell 
you.” 

Francis says that it has 
completely changed the life¬ 
style that she and her hus¬ 
band were used to. Prior to 
this event Francis, despite 
now being 93-years-old was 
in good shape, and didn’t 
have many mobility prob¬ 
lems. 


“It has been a very trau¬ 
matic, very emotional thing. 
It has been very shocking 
for us.” 

Francis appreciates the 
fact that she has caring 
friends, family, and a sup¬ 
port church - but says she 
still doesn’t feel completely 
safe. 

“We live in a loving, car¬ 
ing community. But now I 
live in fear,” Francis said. 

Francis’ husband, Reg, 
says that he is disappointed 
and saddened by this event 
because this is when the two 
elderly couple should be en¬ 
joying their “older years.” 

Francis still suffers from 
neck, back, and hip injuries. 
She says that most of her up¬ 
per body is taped up as sup¬ 
port, and says that emotion¬ 
ally this has taken a real toll 
on her. 


Francis says that despite 
still having some fear over 
what happened, she couldn’t 
ask to live in a better com¬ 
munity. 

“We are very thankful 
that we live in the commu¬ 
nity that we live in,” she 
said. 

And it’s not just the 
Town of Carstairs which 
has reached out to show that 
they care for the two elderly 
couple, but even MP Myron 
Thompson who recently 
sent flowers to Francis. 

“I just want everyone to 
know that (1 appreciate) 
them. The community, my 
friends, the medical staff. 
All of them. I appreciate eve¬ 
rything that they have 
done for me.”

The Calgary Health 
Region is moving forward 
on its plan to increase 
continuing care access in 
the rural communities of 
the Region.

To address the most 
immediate pressures, the 
Region has issued a re¬ 
quest for qualifications 
for the development of 
“communities of care” in 
Strathmore and Okotoks, 
providing these commu¬ 
nities with much needed 
new care centre spaces by 
2007. The Region is also 
exploring the possibility 
of developing a freestand¬ 
ing community of care in 
High River so residents 
can be cared for in a more 
home-like environment 
rather than a hospital 
setting. 

A new direction in long 
term care, communities 
of care offer housing and 
care services ranging 
from independent seniors 
housing and supported 
living options, to a con¬ 
tinuing care (nursing 
home! environment. They 
offer 24-hour, on-site ac¬ 
cess to appropriate nurs¬ 
ing care and give seniors 
choice and flexibility 
about where they live and 
the type of care they are 
provided. 

Using a model that re¬ 
cently resulted in the an¬ 
nouncement of 600 new 
continuing care spaces in 
Calgary, the request for 
qualifications process al¬ 
lows the Region to add 
new and needed continu¬ 
ing care capacity without 
capital investment. 

The first new care cen¬ 
tres will be built in 
Strathmore and Okotoks, 
however, other rural com¬ 
munities will also benefit 
from the 240 new con¬ 
tinuing care spaces. Cur¬ 
rently, there are people 
living in care centres out¬ 
side of their own commu¬ 
nity. These new care cen¬ 
tres will free up continu¬ 
ing care spaces in all ru¬ 
ral areas of the Region. 

The next step of the 
Rt'gion’s rural continuing 
care capacity plan include 
replacing the 60 existing 
care centre spaces in 
Didsbury with a new ad¬ 
dition to the Didsbury 
Health Centre.

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QUESTION: Why can't parents get children to obey 
just by explaining what they want them to do? Why is it 
so often necessary to punish or raise our voices to get 
them to cooperate? Why can't they just accept a few rea¬ 
sonable rules and avoid all that conflict? It just doesn't 
add up to me. 

DR. DOBSON: After working with children for years. 
I'm convinced that their challenging behavior is motivated 
in part by the desire for power that lies deep within the 
human spirit. From a very early age, they just don't want 
anyone telling them what to do. They are also great ad¬ 
mirers of strength and courage. Maybe this is why mythi¬ 
cal characters like Superman, Robin Hood and Wonder 
Woman have been so prominent in the folklore of chil¬ 
dren. Perhaps it is also why kids brag that "My dad can 
beat up your dad!" (One child said in reply, "That's noth¬ 
ing — my mom can beat up my dad, too!") 

It is a fact that most boys, and some girls, care about 
the issue of "who's toughest." Whenever a youngster moves 
into a new neighborhood or a new school district, he of¬ 
ten has to fight, either verbally or physically, to establish 
himself in the hierarchy of strength. There is usually a 
"top dog" in a group of children who bosses everyone else 
around. There is also a little defeated pup at the bottom 
of the heap who takes the brunt of everyone's abuse. And 
each child between those extremes usually knows where 
he or she ranks in relation to the others. 

I believe this admiration for power also makes chil¬ 
dren want to know how tough their leaders are. They 
will occasionally disobey adults for the precise purpose of 
testing their determination and courage. Thus, whether 
you are a parent, grandparent, Boy Scout leader, bus 
driver, Brownie leader or a schoolteacher, I can guaran¬ 
tee that sooner or later, one of the children under your 
authority will clench his little fist and challenge your 
leadership. He will convey this message by his disobedi¬ 
ent manner: "1 don't think you are tough enough to make 
me do what you say." The way you handle that confronta¬ 
tion is being watched closely by every child in the group. 
Your reaction will determine how soon another challenge 
occurs and with what intensity it is driven. 

QUESTION: My wife and I have two very strong-willed 
kids who are hard to handle. They seem to need to test 
us, and they're happiest and most contented when we are 
toughest on them. Why do they insist on making us growl 
at them and even punish them more than we'd like to? 

DR. DOBSON: It is curious, isn't it, that some chil¬ 
dren seem to enjoy fighting with their parents? It's a func¬ 
tion of the pugnacious temperament with which they are 
born. Many kids just like to run things and seem to enjoy 
picking fights. 

There is another factor that is related to a child's sense 
of security. Let me illustrate it this way. Imagine you're 
driving a car over the Royal Gorge Bridge in Colorado, 
which is suspended hundreds of feet above the canyon 
floor. As a first-time traveler, you're pretty tense as you 
drive across. It is a scary experience. I knew one little 
fellow who was so awed by the view over the side of the 
bridge that he said, "Wow, Daddy! If you fell off of here, 
it'd kill you constantly!" 

Now suppose there were no guardrails on the side of 
the bridge. Where would you steer the car? Right down 
the middle of the road. Even though you don't plan to hit 
those protective railings along the side, you just feel more 
secure knowing that they're there. 

It's the same way with children. There is security in 
defined limits. They need to know precisely what the rules 
are and who's available to enforce them. Whenever a 
strong-willed child senses that the boundaries may have 
moved, or that his or her parents may have lost their 
nerve, the child will often precipitate a fight just to test 
the limits again. Children may not admit that they want 
you to be the boss, but they breathe easier when you prove 
that you are.

Volunteer award named in henour of 

Fred Denischuk

Fred Denischuk, one of the 
founders of Carstairs Minor 
Hockey, was honoured and lost 
for words last week at the an¬ 
nual awards night of the 
hockey association when the 
club created a volunteer award 
to recognize Denischuk. 

Denischuk for the past 27 
years, since moving to the com¬ 
munity, has put a very long list 
of events under his belt in 
which he has organized, been 
apart of, and he has brought 
amazing ideas to the commu¬ 
nity. 

The award, which is being 
called the ‘Fred Denischuk Vol¬ 
unteer Award,’ was presented 
to Denischuk last Tuesday 
evening during the club’s an¬ 
nual awards evening, April 5. 

The award was created by 
the Carstairs Minor Hockey 
Association (CMHA) to recog¬ 
nize the volunteers in the 
Carstairs community that have 
really benefited Carstairs Mi¬ 
nor Hockey in a positive way. 

Denischuk and his wife, 
Susan will be leaving the com¬ 
munity this July as they have 
purchased a business with their 
two children in San Diego, Cali¬ 
fornia. With Denischuk leav¬ 
ing this year, CMHA President 
Darryl Sayer thought it was 
the perfect opportunity to rec¬ 
ognize Denischuk’s accomplish¬ 
ments and contributions to the 
community, especially minor 
hockey, over the past 27 years. 

“Because he is leaving the 
community (is the main reason 
why we wanted to have it this 
year.),’’ Sayer said. “But, in the 
future if anyone asks who Fred 
was, the first thing out of our 
mouth would be, ‘Well the guy 
was a fantastic volunteer for 
Carstairs.”’ 

“He has been an incredible 
volunteer for many years. He 
came in 1977 til present, and 
as soon as he stepped foot on 
the place he really contributed 
to the community,” Sayer said. 
“Whenever he has an idea, 
something usually comes out of 
it.” 

Sayer explained how 
Denischuk was the founder of 
Carstairs Minor Hockey when 
he moved to the community, 
and al.so touched on the Nova 
Cup. 

The Nova Cup is one tour¬ 
nament, which Denischuk him¬ 
self says he is proud of, is one 
thing which Sayer says is defi¬ 
nitely something which 
Denischuk will always be re- 
membertid for. 

The tournament started up, 
by Denischuk, nearly two dec¬ 
ades ago and has been an an¬ 
nual event in the community 


ever since. 

“We have had the Nova Cup 
since 1986 and he was the one 
guy that got it going. Ever since 
then we have had it going.” 

Denischuk is known as be¬ 
ing a huge sports fanatic, but 
he has stepped forward for just 
about everything.

IX'nischuk said. 

As far as having the ‘Fred 


Denischuk Volunteer Award,’ 
niunt'd jifU'r him.si'lf, IX'nischuk - 
who is known for never bi'ing short 
of words - wiLs ckxsi' to spt't'chless 
last ’Tuesday. 

“I was very flatten'd. That is 
the ultimati' of everjlhing, if you 
gi't something like this ruunt'd af- 
U'r you,” he said.

IX'nischuk complemented the 
profes-sionalism of the local minor 
hockey program, and says he is 
pn'dicting that they will have a lot 
of sutxx'ss in the tximing years.
